REMARKS 

This Amendment replies to the Office Action mailed July 6, 2005, in which claims 1, 6- 
10, 15-18 and 20 were rejected, and claims 2-5, 1 1-14, 19 were objected to. With this Response, 
claims 2, 4, 5, 7, 9-13, and 15-18 are amended, and claims 1, 8, and 19 are canceled. Claims 2-5, 
7, 9-18 and 20 remain pending in the application and are presented for reconsideration and 
allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5, 11-14 and 19 have been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the, base claim and any intervening claims. . . . , ■ \t; < < f >,:■ , 

With this Amendment, claims 2, 4, 5, 11, 12, and 13 have been rewritten in independent 
form to include the base claim and any intervening claims. The independent base claims 1 and 8 
have been canceled from the application. The subject matter of claim 19 has been incorporated 
into independent claim 18, and claim 19 canceled from the application. Accordingly, claims 2, 
4, 5, 11, 12, 13, and 18 are now in allowable condition and notice to that effect is respectfully 
requested. 

Dependent claims 3 and 14 depend from now allowable independent claims 2 and 13, and 
are therefore also in allowable condition. Notice to that effect is respectfully requested. 

Finally, claim 7 has been amended to alter its dependency to now independent claim 2, 
while claims 9, 10 and 15-17 have been amended to alter their dependency to now independent 
claim 13. Accordingly, claims 7, 9, 10 and 15-17 are also in allowable condition and notice to 
that effect is respectfully requested. 
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Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1, 6-10, 15-18, and 20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schwer (U.S. Patent No. 5,741,153) in view of Kruger et al. (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2004/0101257A1). 

As discussed above under the heading "Allowable Subject Matter", independent claims 1 
and 8 have been canceled from the application. Claim 6 was canceled in a previous Amendment. 
Dependent claim 7 depends from now allowable independent claim 2. Dependent claims 9, 10 
and 15-17 have been amended to depend from now allowable independent claim 13. 
Independent claim 18 has been amended to include the subject matter of claim 19 (now 
canceled), and is now in allowable condition. Dependent claim 20 depends from now allowable 
claim 18. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) is respectfully 
requested. : •' 1 ' . i 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that pending claims 2-5, 7, 9-18 and 
20 are in form for allowance. Therefore, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections and 
allowance of the claims is respectfully requested.
